“* Another Brg ert ety bill intro- 
duced with Goethals bill provides 
that the Bg of service of Sergeants 
and Lieutenants, now fixed at two and 
three years respectively before such of- 
ficers can take examination for promo- 
tion to higher grades, ‘shall be shortened 
to six months’ service in the case of a 
Sergeant and one year’s service in the 
case of a Lieutenant. This will mean 
that a much more rapid promotion will 
be possible from Sergeancy to Lieuten- 
ancy and Lieutenancy to Captaincy 
in the Police Department for able and 
deserving men. 


Five Bills Stand Together. 


** All of these bills taken together con- 
stitute one piece of legislation. They 
must be considered together and in 
their relation to each other, and are in- 
separable.

Tells Meeting of City Officials 
-and Sociologists That Condi- 
tions Here Are Abnormal. 


300,000 IDLE IN THE STATE 


Number of Those Seeking Free 
Lodgings Has Increased Rapidly 
of Late, He Asserts. 


The problem of the unemployed men 
and women in the city was discussed 
yesterday by those familiar with the 
conditions, including city officials, in the 
Mayor’s reception room at the City Hall. 
The Mayor was asked to spose a Per- 
manent. Unemployed Commission to work 
out necessary reforms. He took the 
proposal under consideration. The con- 
ference was Called: by the Mayor, who 

noted statistics at the meeting to show 
‘that the number’ of. those out of work 
now was abnormal. 

The Mayor pointed out that the census 


of the Municipal Lodging House since | 900 


1910 showed that the number of unem- 

ployed in the city was increasing rap- 

dly.

INDICT MATCH PROMOTERS. 


Investors Charge Defendants - De- 
frauded Them of $145,000. 


Warren B. Hutchinson, a lawyer, of 
141 Broadway; William L. Tucker,/ a 
promoter, of 185 Broadway, and Morris 
San have beén indicted by the Federal 
Grand Jury for using the mails to de- 
fraud in‘ donnection with the sale of 
the, stock of the East Jersey Match 
Company, a . $300,000 concern, with a 
small factory at Garfield, N. J. The in- 
dictments foNlowed an investigation 
made by .Post .Office Inspector Harry 
A, Barber. San:.was arraigned yester- 
day befere Judge Killits and pleaded 
not guilty. The other defendants are 
expected to plead to-day, 

According \to the Post Office authori- 
ties San acquired control of the Gar- 
field factory und then with Hutchinson 


and Tucker organized the East Jersey 
Match Company, morigaging the plant 
to the Colurmbja Trust Company for 
$140,000, To ¢ japoge of the bonds 
Hutchinson and Tucker, it is charged, 
formed the Co-operative Syndicate, with 
a capital of $1,010,000, utchinson re- 
ceiving $125,000 and Tucker $175,000 for 
their services. This syndicate was to get 
30 per cent. profit:on the sale of the 
East. Jersey Match Company's bonds, 
and purchasers of a $100 bond were to 
receive a share of stock in the com- 


pany. . 

Then the defendants, according to the 
indictment, organized he Salvation 
Match Company, with a capital of $6,- 

4 which took over a factory: at 
Roanoke, Va., but the venture failed 
it is said, on account of the dampness

The defendants are now charged with 
having defrauded Clinton Graham of 
10 Wall Street, William J. McLaughlin 
of Poughkeepsie, and Dr. Stephen J.

IN WILSON TREATIES 


lronmaster Expects to See Uni- 
versal Peace in His 
Own Lifetime 


BEFORE PRESIDENT QUITS 


Tells Annual Meeting of Peace So- 
clety That World Is Grow- 
ing Better. 


Andrew Carnegie is convinced that 
President Wilson, before leaving office, 
will bring about ‘what practically 
amounts to universai peace by the prep- 
aration of a treaty which other nations 
will ratify. Mr, Carnegie had that mes- 
sage ready for the members of the New 
York Peace Society, of which he 's 
President, at the annual meeting yes- 
terday afternoon at the Hotel Astor. 
He also said that he had a mofto to 
suggest. : ‘ 

“We should no longer say ‘ Heaven 
Our’ Home,’”’ he told the ety. “We 
are not in Heaven and our duties all lie 
here. It should be changed to ‘Home 
Our Heaven.’ ”’ :

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AN INEXCUSABLE BANK RUN. 
The little run on the long-estab- 
lished Bank for Savings; one of the 
strongest fiduciary institutions in this 
city, indicates anew the need of 
some more effective mvans for the 
punishment of persor.3 who mali- 
ciously or ignordntly «circulate ru- 
mors which cause such runs... The 
report which prompted some. hun- 
dreds of working people to withdraw 
their little savings from the safe cus- 
tody of the bank was spread by word 
of mouth. Its origin has not been act- 
ually determined, but it was absolutely 
groundléss, and there are times when 
the circulation of such a report, even 
in rélation to a normally strong in- 
stitution, might cause more trouble 
than a little extra work for the clerks. 
The Bank for Savings, with its cash 
supply exceeding $3,500,000 and its 
assets amounting to nearly $108,000,- 
000, could hardly be affected by any 
rum likely to grow out of idle and 
baseléss rumors, but, in. the interest 
of all financial institutions and the 
public generally, its Directors should 
insist upon a thorugh investigation 
of the cause of yesterday’s run. 
Trifling as the incident may seém to 
be in Ats relation to the day’s history, 
and slight as its effect will be upon 
so many thousands of the bank’s dé- 
pogitors, it is grave enopgh to war- 
rant prompt and stern action. If con- 
spirators have been engaged in a futile 
effort to damage the bank’s répute 
there should be no hesitation in prose- 
cuting them. The matter is worth all 
the trouble it may cause. 

Meanwhile the officers of the bank 
have acted in the wisest way to as- 
sure the community of the perfect 
soundness of théir institution, which, 
by the way, has not for a moment 
been doubted by any gitizen of intel- 
ligence. They have invited an in- 
vestigation of their affairs by’ the 
State Banking Defartment, the In- 
spectors of which announced yester- 
day that all the bank’s securities are 
of the highest character, and they 
have made a plain and perfectly sat- 
isfactory statement to the pftblic.

THE. SCHOOL BOARD PRESIDENCY. 

The principle presented.in the dif- 
férence in the Board of Education as 
to the re-election of President THomas 
W. CHURCHILL is an important one, 
and involves the present and future 
interests of the community to a very 
serious: degree. It is the principle 
that the Board of Education should 
not undertake to guide and direct the 
educational policy of the city, ebpe- 
cially the branch of it deaking with 
instruction, in detail, but should em- 
ploy for that work experts whom it 
can and should trust. This principle 
is generally accepted in the best or- 
ganized and most efficient education- 
al systems of the country. It was 
unquestionably intended to apply to 
our own system. It has been mod- 
ified and practically abandoned under 
the influence of elements that derived 
power from the unwieldy size of the 
board and from the exertions of or- 
ganizations for the promotion of 
selfish interests. 

We are far from accusing Mr. 
CHURCHILL of willfully pursuing a 
policy contrary to the good of the 
schools. He is a. man of much mental 
acuteness and of force of»character, 
and he is quite sincere in his belief 
that the board, under his guidance 
and control, can take good care of the 
schools and bring about needed im- 
provements. He has a rooted dis- 
trust of certain of the experts in the 
system, and he is not -without Just 
ground for his critteism “of some 
features of their conduct and admin- 
istration. But the record of the 
board under his headship is unfor- 
tunately sufficient to establish the 
perils of departure from the sotind 
principle we have cited. The state- 
ment of his opponents put out yes- 
terday contains one instance of this 
which is characteristic and signif- 
icant:

CHURCHILL and. his supporters have

CHURCHILL maintains in his report, 
that his views are in some cases more 
intelligent than those of the experts. 
But that does not affect the general 
principle.\ If the experts are incom- 
petent they should be changed. While 
they are retained they should be al- 
lowed and required to attend to their 
part of the work and held to such 
responsibility as the work demands, | 
which is much greater, more definite 
and effectual than can ever be en- 
forced upon the members of the 
Board of Education. 

The gentlemap whom the opposi- 
tion have put’ in nomination against 
Mr. CHURCHILL is ROBERT L. HaR- 
RISON. -He has had experience as 
teacher and college professor, has 
been a dozen years a member of the 
board, and Chairman for eleven years 
of ‘the Committee on By-Laws and 
Legislation. ‘It is highly significant 
that with this long experience and 
with his familiar knowledge of teach- 
ing he is a convinced opponent of the 
principle of absorption of all power 
by the board. 








APPEALS IN POLICE CASES. 

Speaking for Mayor MITCHEL, »Mr. 
hFRANK L. Pouxk declares that the 
Mayor is satisfied that Col. GorTHALS 
will accept the Police Commissioner- 
ship upon the completion of the Pan- 
ama Carial “if the legislation is ob- 
“tained abolishing court review of 
‘the Commissioner’s action in dis- 
“‘missing~ policemen.” THe ‘TIMES 
prints elsewhere in this issue a letter 
from Gen. FrRANcIS V. GREENE, who 
speaks with the authority of one of 
the very few me who have been 
successful Police Commissioners of 
this city.

It is a fact that the law in terms 
makes the Police Commissioner su- 
preme in this city, and it is notorious- 
ly true that every Mayor has usurped 
the authority of the Commissioner by 
virtue of his power of summary re- 
moval. Perhaps Gen. GREENE is 
right ir thinking that this summary 
power should not be changed. A bad 
Mayor might appoint a bad Com- 
missioner; a poor Mayor: might ap- 
point a bad or inefficient Commis- 
sioner, and if he were not removable 
except on charges and by a court 
review the Police Department would 
be in a sad state. At present, even 
an ‘excellent appointment is over- 
shadowed by the threatening power 
of the Mayor; any incoming Com- 
missioner of Police knows that plots 
to sap his authority will forthwith be 
hatched by foes within and from 
without.

AGAIN ZABERN. 

It is not surprising that the. Civil 
Governor of, Alsace with his asso- 
ciates should resign their offices on 
the heels of the final justification by 
the military courts ofthe conduct of 
Col. von REUTER, with his associates, 
at Zabern. That action is apparently 
conclusive as to what the law is in 
Alsa¢e. Under ,an army regulation 
issued in 1820 by the King of Prussia, 
fifty years before the creation of the 
German Empire, the military officers 
of that Empire, in whatever portion 
of it they may be stationed, are au- 
thorized and required to take the 
maintenance of order from the hands 
of the civil authorities, executive ‘or 
legal, at their own discretion, and to 
establish martial law. Under such 
conditions there is obviously no func- 
tion left for the civil government 
which self-respecting men could re- 
tain. In every possible phase of the 
matter, reasonable opinion in Alsace 
must be outraged. : . 
The conduct of the military was in

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. . 

Discussion of and: ac- 
tion on ‘“* eugenics ’”’ 
would be more intelli- 
gent and profitable if 
both those who think 
they favor and those who think they 
oppose changes in established customs 
relating to marriage, were to read an ar- 
ticle on the subject prepared by Dr. L. 
F. Barker for the Committee on Public 
Instruction of Maryland. 

It begins with the statement that to 
eugenics’ properly defined—as by Gat- 
TON, for instance—opposition is. practi- 
cally unthinkable, .but the pretensions 
and doings of many who profess to be 
exponents of eugenics are a wholly dif- 
ferent matter, since every crank and 
fanatic with an:jmagined single remedy 
for all human ills calls himself a eugen- 
ist and clamors for the instant applica- 
tion by law of his panacea. Herein lies 
one group of what Dr. Barker calls the 
dangers of eugenics, meaning thereby 
the dangers to eugenics. He recognizes, 
hdwever, the existence of another group 
—that created by the hidebound con- 
servatives ‘whose idea of conservatism is 
to ignore the progress of events and 
changes in social conditions, and to re- 
sist every effort to harmonize the con- 
duct of human affairs with an altered 
environment. 

The profoundest of these alterations, 
according to Dr. Barxgr, is that pro- 
duced by the recent lowering of what he 
calls the ‘‘ selective death rate ’’ through 
our charities, our philanthropies, and 
our new médical resources. Thus we 
keep alive many who ina sterner and 
harsher age were eliminated by early 
death, and the support of these defect- 
ives and their progeny by the fit is a 
burden which in time will bring about a 
balancing selectiveness in the birth rate. 
This will be accomplished less, he thinks; 
by deliberate instruction and legal en- 
actment than through the. gradual at- 
tainment by more and more people of a 
realization of the situation and a conse- 
quent repugnance for socially and eco- 
nomically improper unions, Already no 
laws are needed to prevent the majority 
of us from contracting marriages with 
the obviously insane and the seriously 
diseased. Further enlightenment will in- 
crease this form of prevention and win 
favor for the means necessary to in- 
sure it. 

To much,of newspaper~ comment on 
eugenics Dr.. Barker applies the epithets 
of . *‘ superficial ’’. and ‘* wholly. irreé- 
sponsible.’’ But not to all of it, thereby 
différing from some of our medical crit- 
ics. Here is what he says in qualifying 
his reprehension :

York Times, from the more radical view- 
point, and in The New York Evening Post, 
from the more conservative side.

No 
industrial or commercial corporation do- 
ing a business that involves interests 
anything like as large as those con- 
trolled by the commission would’ expect, 
or try, or even want, to get. the service 
of a Chief Engineer for less than twice, 
if not three times, as much. Their Di- 
rectors would seriously doubt the com- 
petency of one who offered to do the 
work for $20,000, and they would con- 
fidently seek profit from hiring a man 
who could earn more of their money. 

That municipalities, States, and’ the 
nation overpay some of their employés 
is true, but, according to the standards 
of ordinary business, they; much oftenher 
underpay them, and not infrequently to 
our common detriment. We have the 
queer idea that a great deal of ‘the pub- 
lic’s business can be done well enough 
by men who give to it only a portion of 
their time, and in many instances we 
even demand that the giving of that por- 
tion be gratuitous. The real wonder is 
that the service thus secured is more 
than occasionally excellent, and some- 
times of the very best kind. 

The explanation of this good fortune 
lies, presumably, partly in the fact that 
there is a glamour ‘about official posi- 
tion, and partly to the fact that with it 
go a.special dignity and ‘a special power 
that are a real though :immaterial addi- 
tion to a scanty salary. 

Mr. Craven, of course, stands so high 
in his profession that nothing invidious 
to him can be found or should be sought 
in these remarks. On the contrary, the 
Public Service Commission is to be con- 
gratulated on securing so cheaply a man 
so eminent.

THE SCHOOL SAVINGS PLAN. 





System of Small Accounts Teaches 
Children Thrift. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the year 1885 the late J. H. Thiry 
of Long Island City introduced the 
school savings system in this country. 
At the convention of the Savings Bank 
Section of the Ameri€an Bankers’ As- 
sociation, held a few yéars ago; “the 
school savings idea was highly com- 
mended as a means of establishing 
thrift among the younger generation. 

A number of the banks throughout 
the Unitéd States have adopted the 
school savings system, and the only rea- 
son why more have not taken kindly to 
the idea is due chiefly to the time and 
labor involved in handling these small 
accounts. .The following statistics will 
give some idea of how the ‘system B 
progressing:

The Board of Education of New York 
City has for some time been consider- 
ing the advisability of introducing the 
system in the public schools. There is 
one. drawback, however, to having the 
childrén turn over théir savings! to the 
teachers. The saving habit is not im- 
pressed: upon the youngster as though 
he or she called at the bank and opened 
an account. 

The North Side Savings Bank of New 
York City opened a junior department 
about a year ago and has over fifteen 
hundred school accounts., The average 
amount of each account is 76’ cents. 
Amounts of 10, cents and upward are 
accepted by this bank, and when $2 has 
been saved the amount is transferred 
and the child is given a regular pass- 
book. The child can have as many 
school accounts as he or she desires, 
but cannot withdraw any of the funds 
on deposit to his or her credit in the 
junior department until $2 has been 
saved.

To the Editor of The New York Times: ‘ 
Referring to Mayor Mitchel’s tender of 
the Police Commissionership to Col. 
Goethals, I would point out that the 
builder of the Panama Canal is under a 
misapprehension in specifying his con- 
dition of acceptance. The Charter of 


“New York City gives the Commissioner 


of Police supreme power, but in recent 
years he has not exercised it. 

The present law was passed in 1897 
for the purpose of terminating the in- 
tolerable division of authority between a 
four-handed Police Commission and a 
uniformed Chief of Policé having statu- 
tory powers independent of the commis- 
sion. The intention was to concentrate 
all these powers in a single individual 
and hold him responsible by giving 
the Mayor power .of summary removal. 
The law was administered according to 
its intent during Mayor Low’s adminis- 
tration. It gives the Mayor no power 
over the police except the power of a 
pointing and removing the Commission- 
er, but in recent years the Mayor has 
appointed and removed Deputy Commis- 
sionérs, given orders in regard to the as- 
signment, transfer, and promotion of 
members of the uniformed force, pre- 
scribed rules and regulations in regard 
to the discipline of the force, and the 
manner on. which their duties shall be 
performed. In’so doing he“has usurped 
the powers and duties whigh the statute 
specifically confers upon the Commis- 
sioner, The result is a. restoration of 
the divisions of responsibility which the 
law was specially intended to do away 


lwith. The uniformed fotce as well as 


the public Have ‘come to regard the 
Mayor as the real head of the police,’ 
and the Commissioner only a_subordi- 
nate who mfly be overruled af any mo- 
ment. And while the Mayor has inter- 
fered in the internal affairs of the Po- 
lice Department, he could not possibly 
give enough time to it, in view of all his 
other duties, to run it properly. The re- 
sult has been detrimental*to the disci- 


‘pline of the force. 


I doubt if the present law can be im- 
proved. It would be a terrible misfort- 
une;to -have an incompetent: or corrupt 
Commissioner “who could ‘only be re- 
moved by the slow process of trial on 
charges. ‘Therefore the power of sum- 
mary rémov¥al-by the Mayor should not 
be changed. And as to the uniformed 
policeman, ‘he is entitled to his day in 
court, and no law can ‘successfully de 
prive him of it. An equity court will al- 
ways hear him, and that is all the Dpres- 
ent law does for him. 

There is an erroneous impression as to 
the number of reinstatements;by the 
courts. I dismissed several hundred po- 
licemen, many of them of high rank, 
during the course of a single year. The 
great majority did not appeal, and in 
those: cases where appeal was taken a 
‘majority were.decided in favor of the 


Commissioner. Deputy Commissioner | 


Gherardi Davis, who was Trial Comtm- 
missioner, can give you some interesting 
statistics on this point. In recent years 
the power of the Commis#ioner has not 
been_ fully exercised, and’ comparatively 
few dismissals have been made. 

In my judgment what the Police De- 
partmerft needs is not new laws but an 
enforcement of the present law by the 

mmissioner of sufficient force: and 
ability to assert and maintain and exer- 
cise his’ statutory. rights and’ powers. 
g . Goethals is just such a man, and 
ould make a great success in the Po- 
lice Department if ‘the Mayor did not 


remove him simply. .for -doing: what the |. 


law requires him, to do. -But I hope he 
will ‘remain ‘as Governor’ of the Canal 
Zone unttl everything is tunning smooth- 
ly there, and then be allowed to retire 
and engage in Occupations where his 
consummate ability will bring him more 
rewards in thanks and emoluments than 
any mar can ever gain in the Police De- 
partment.

LONDON, Jan. 29.—The ° suffra- 
gettes’ activity is increasing daily. 
To-day twenty members of the Wo- 
men’s Social and Political Union laid 
siege to Lambeth Palace, being de- 
termined to interview: the Archbishop 
of Canterbury regarding the forcible 
feding question, 

The Archbishop at first refused to 
see the women, but, finding that they 
were resolved to wait in the court- 
yard, he finally consented to receive 
one of them, She was, however, un= 
able to obtain any expression. of 
opinion from him. The only answer 
he would give was. that the subject 
of forcible feeding would haye his 
consideration, 

There were wild scenes at a dem- 
onstration organized in connection 
with the Labor. Party conference in 
St. Andrew’s Hall, Glasgow, to-night, 
women interrupting the speakers and 
making a strenuous attempt to break 
up the meeting. The stewards were 
kept busy ejecting the women, who 
fought desperately and were carried 
out shoulder-high, kicking and strug- 
gling. 

One woman tried to throw herself 
over a balcony. 


LONDON, Jan. 29.—The band of mili- 
tant suffragettes who besieged the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury in Lambeth Palace 
to-day and a meg | forced him to ca- 
pitulate was headed by Mrs, Dacre-Fox.

Rumelys Find New' Low Level. 

Both of the M. Rumely issaes estab- 
lished new low records yesterday, the 
common. breaking to 11% and the pre- 
ferred to 28%. These prices compare 
with 14 for the common and. 33 for the 
préferred, the lowest quotations made 
last year. At the ,end of the session the 
common stock had a net loss of 3Y¥ 
points,: and the preferred a logs of 6%.

International bankers in this city

offered. in Berlin had been oversub- 
scribed about ten times. Prussia hed 
met with such poor succéss in other 
offerings of late that determined éf- 
forts were made to insure the success 
of this one. The total maount of bonds 
sold was $100,000,000, but of these the 
usual syndicate of banks took $i.U00,- 
000, leaving $90,000,000 for subscrip- 
tion at 97 per cent. The whoie issve is 
divided into sixteen series of 36, 250,- 
000 each, and one series will be drawn 
for répayment each year at par. The 
first drawing will take place in October 
of this year, so that the holders of 
bonds of this series will get u premium 
of 3 per cent. within eight months.

Statements Went to Vogel. 


Some of the phases of the Siegel fail- 
ure also were gone over With Frank L. 
Champion, for nine years cashier of the 
Siegel Bank. He-said ‘that eight years 
ago Frank E. Vogel, to whom a daily 
statement. of the bank’s affairs wad 


made, gave instruction that Mr. Siegel 
should not be permitted to see any of 
these statements, and that rarely, if 
ever, did he have access to any of them. 
When Mr. Vogel happened to be. away 
the. statements wére sent to his Secre- 
tary, and not to Mr. Siegel. He knew 
no reason for these instructions beyond 
the fact that Mr. Vogel was the fi- 
nancial member of the firm and Mr. 
Siegel the mercantile member. 

“The deposits in the Siegel bank,’’ 
said Mr. Champion, ‘‘ were distributed 
among various penks subject to the 
check of Mr. oe or Mr. Vogel. 
Sometimes we received currency from 
depositors and paid it over to the vari- 
ous stores. We loaned in a year $1,- 
400,000 to the Simpson Crawford store. 
When we delivered currency to the dif- 
ferent stores we received checks cov- 
ring the amount, or were instructed to 
charge it to the stores. John R. But- 
ler, the manager of the Simpson Craw- 
ford store, borrowed $6,500 on a note 
without collateral. During the last 
week of the bank’s~ existence an en- 
velope containing stock to secure loans 
made to the stores and deposits on 
hand was delivered to me. 

“ The employes of the bank had no in- 
timation of its failure until we were 
told by. the attorneys. for Henry.Siegel 
on the night of the crash. For a week 
before the ‘faflure the deposits received 
were segregated by the instructions of 
Mr. Siegel, and at 5 o’clock on Dec. 29 
I was instructed to give thé cash to the 
receiver. 

“There had ‘been some~ uneasiness 
among the depositors for six months be- 
fore the failure. At various times in- 
quiriés were made by them, and those 
who asked me [I told not:to worry be- 
cause I believed the bank was on a 
solid foundation. The withdrawals in 
December were $100,000, about twice as 
much as in previous years. Some time 
before the failure we heard that Mr. 
Siegel was séeking an* extension of 
credit. The last deposit of:currency in 
other banks was made five months be- 
fore the failure. Thereafter we used the
